Pohiman deciared the Building 
Trades Council department of Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor has ruled 
positively that metal trim on buildings 
of the Hoge kind shall be done by the 
Union Sheet Metalworkers.

Forces Aviator to Descend 
Near Inglewood. 


Many Veterans Disappointed 
at Soldiers’ Home. 


Birdman Says He Will Try 
Again in a Few Days. 


A mishap disappointed 2000 veter- 
ans of the Civil War and _ several 
thousand private citizens who gath- 
ered on the mesa north of the Sol- 
diers’ Home yesterday morning in 
the expectation of seeing Frank 
Champion cavort in the air in Earle 
Remington's Bieriot monoplane. The 
fact that he did not arrive was ex- 

plained when a telephonic communi- 
cation was received by Gov. Cochrane 
from Champion, stating that he was 
forced to descend in a cornfield two 


engine trouble. 

The Long Beach birdman was 
scheduled to fiy from Dominguez 
Field to the Soldiers’ Home in ac- 
cordance with arrangements made by 
Gen. Harrison Gray Otis as a testi- 
monial to the veterafis, few of whom 


have ever witnessed an air craft in 
flight. 


away from the ground at Dominguez 
several minutes after 9 o'clock, and 
had traversed sixteen miles of the air 
route when the shut-off vaive refused 
to work. This stopped the fuel sup- 
ply and the aviator was compelled to 
descend. mpion was winging 
along at fifty miles an hour 400 feet 
high in the fog when he noticed that 
the engine's feed pipe was closed and 
the flow of gasoline had stopped. He 
volplaned a quarter of a mile in an 
endeavor to pick out a desirable land- 
ing place, but dalled to find any bet- 
ter spot than the cornfield. 

He @escended gracefully, alighted 
on the field, tearing up fifty feet of 
cornataiks before he brought his bug- 
like pearing craft to a full stop. 
The sheek snapped the mahogany 
and slightly damaged the 
wheels, but otherwise, Champion's 
frail vehicle of laths and canvas was 
uninjured. 

The aviator was much shaken up 
but escaped without a scratch. Sev- 
eral ranchers living near the spot 
where Champion landed saw the avia- 
tor’s plight and hurried to the spot, 
expecting to find the birdman and his 
machine injured, but were pleusantly 
ror ho on their arrival to find 

fon standing up testing his 
mome engine to see if it had 
any damage.

telephone, half a mile away, 
and communicated with Gov. Coch- 
rane of the home, informing him of 
his plight. He asked that the news 
be convéyed to Mrs. Champion, who 
was at the home awaiting her hus- 
band’s arrival. 

“Tell her I'm not even sc 
and not to worry,” said Champion. 

WIFE GREATLY RELIEVED. 

The non-@ppearance of ‘her hus- 
band had caused Mrs. Champion and 
many others at the home consider- 
able uneasiness, and when the mes- 
senger brought her the news that her 
young helpmeet was unharmed, she 
leaned back in her seat in a friend’s 
automobile and said: “I'm #0 glad; 80 
happy.” 

Mrs. Champion has never seen her 
husband in flight and was only per- 
suaded to go to the Soldiers’ Home 

yesterday morning by close friends. 
Ordinarily, when Mr. Champion makes 
an air jaunt, Mrs. Champiorm locks 
herself in her room at Long Beach and 
anxiously awaite Ris return. 

After she returned to the home at 
the seashore she kept the telephone 
wires between the beach city and In- 
glewood hot in an effort to find her 
husband and talk to him. The opera- 
tor was unable to get trace of the 
aviator for several hours, but finally 
reached him and the young wife and 
plucky airman chatted over the phone 
for several minutes. 

“I guess she thought I was really 
hurt,” remarked Champion as he 
emerged from the istance 
booth. “She. ie age a long time to 
get me and en she failed she 
thought something was surely wrong.” 
Early yesterday afternoon a dozen 
mechanicians from the Dominguez 
aviation camp arrived at Inglewood 
and hastened. by automobile to the 
cornfieN, where Champion descended. 
In a few minutes the speedy Blerict 
was dismantied and the various parts 
placed aboard a big motor truck, 
which proceeded to Dominguez. 
Champion and his assistants labored 
all afternoon and late in the evening 
putting the monoplane together. A 
new propellor was secured at the camp 
and Champion said he will be ready 
for another air hike today. 

Champion lugged his machine out 
of the hangar shortly after 8 o'clock 
yesterdjay morning and kept his new 
engine working several minutes, while 
a dozen husky mechanicians held the 
craft down. 

While the motor in the $3500 engine 
was Whirring Capt: H. D. Ryus, the

“I feel mighty sorry about my 
mishap,” said Champion yesterday 
while seated in the dining-room of a 
ranchman’s house near Inglewood. “I

I would have wagered any amount 
when I started that tl would reach my 
destination In leas than half an hour.

It is equally the privi- 
lege of The Times proprietors to publish the 
brightest, bravest and most widely cireu- 
lated newspaper west of the Mississipp! 
River, giving all the news that is suitable to 
print, whether it be a report of a church 
gathering, a divorce suit, a murder, a union 
labor riot or a case of telegraph. tapping. 
As to the desirability of publishing the 
news of disagreeable happenings and wun- 
pleasant or criminal court proceedings, a 
noted New York divine said the last word 
on the subject when he remarked: 

“If our morning newspaper tells us how 
dirty we are, let us not find fault with the

RRESPONSIBLE LAW-MAKING. 

The gravest objection to a substitution 
of popular for representative action in the

It would also 
be construed secretly by recalling a judge

Did anybody ever suggest that the 
voting of Senators and Assemblymen in en- 
acting or repealing laws or in electing 
United States Senators should be done by ’ 
secret ballot? Such a proposition would 
scouted.

elect to represent them? 
In 1859 a bill passed to a third reading 
in the lower house of the Wisconsin Legis- 
lature to abolish all laws for the collection 
of debts. It was defeated because of a storm 
of denunciation which was hurled against it 
by the press of both parties. _ 
Would not law-making by the people di- 
rectly result In many instances in law-mak- 
ing by newspapers? The press is the most 
powerful instrumentality in the country in 
moulding public sentiment. Many people 
take their information on current topics, 
‘their opinions, and even their principles 
from the newspapers. The strife between 
newspaper organs of different political 
views keeps the atmosphere of public opin- 
jon clean, and the scales of justice evenly 
balanced.

The décision of Judge Bordwell in the 
Barl case sustains the doctrine for which
